next coming, Appꝛehend and bꝛing in ſafe Cuſtody befoꝛe any Juſtice of Peace, oꝛ any 
| other Officer of J uſtice, any perſon that hath committed, oꝛ ſhall commit any Bur- 
glary oꝛ Robbery on the High-way , oꝛ that hath oꝛ ſhall bzeak open any Dwelling-houſe, oꝛ 
enter into any ſuch Houle, and there uſe any violence upon any perſons o2 their Goods, 
dwelling oz reſiding there, Upon the Conviction of ſuch perſon appꝛehended, ſhall have a 
Reward of Ten pounds fo: every ſuch perſon ſo Appꝛehended and Convicted, 


Ordered, That all and every the Sheriff and Sheriffs of the reſpective Counties in England 
and Wales, where ſuch Appꝛehenſion and Conviction ſhall be made and had, be required upon 
the Certificate of the Judge, oꝛ under the Hands of two oꝛ moꝛe Juſtices of the Peace be⸗ 
foꝛe whom ſuch Conviction ſhall be made, to pay unto ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons who ſhall Ap- 
pꝛehend ſuch Offenders, the Reward afozeſaid of Ten pounds fo2 every Offender ſo Ap- 
pꝛehended and Convicted, out of the publique Moneys received by him in that County, and 
that the ſame ſhall be allowed unto him upon his Accompts in the Exchequer, 


Reſolved upon the Queſtion by the Parliament, That the Sheriffs, rhe Juſtices of Peace, and 
Members of the Committees in the ſeveral Counties throughout England and Wales, oꝛ any 
of them, be authoꝛized and required ſpeedily to Diſarm all Papiſts, Delinquents, and other 
ſuſpitious perſons who have Arms contrary to the Law, and to take oꝛder that ſuch Arms 
be bꝛought into ſome publique Magazine foꝛ the publique ule, 


Ordered, That all Juſtices of Peace in the ſeveral Counties, be required and enjoyned to 
put in execution the Laws againſt Uagrants and Rogues, and to take eſpectal notice of ſuch 
perſons as are oꝛ ſhall come out of Ireland, oz pꝛetend to be ſuch, and Travel up and down 
the Countrey and beg, and either to ſend them back again, oꝛ otherwiſe to puniſh them as 
Uagrants accoꝛding to the Law, And that all Maſters of Ships, Mariners and Sea- 
men, be enjoyned not to bꝛing over any ſuch perſons coming out of Ireland into this Nation; 
And the Generals at Sea, and all Captains of the Ships belonging to the State, and all 
Officers of Poꝛts are to take eſpecial care hereof, 


Ordered, That it be referred to the Councel of State, to cauſe theſe Uotes to be pꝛinted 
and publiſhed, and to ſee the ſame put in execution, and require an accompt every Moneth 
from the Counties; and that the ſaid Councel give an accompt thereof to the Houle, 
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Rdered by the Parliament, That the Councel of State be impowered to give Repaeves oꝛ 
Pꝛotection to ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons guilty of any the Crimes expꝛeſſed in the koꝛmer 
Vote, oꝛ ſhall make any conſiderable Diſcovery of his 92 their Complices, oz other the like 
Offenders, as they ſhall ſee cauſe, foꝛ the ſafety of the Commonwealth, and to give an ac- 
compt of it from time to time to the Houſe, foꝛ their further direction therein, | 
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
